CARNARVON, Wales, Oct. 9.—Premier 
Lloyd George made an important speech 
on lreland here today in which he re- 
plied to Mr. Asquith and Lord Grey. 
The Prime Minister had an enthusiastic 
reception as he motored through this 
historic Welsh town to the castle, 
where he was presented with a Welsh 


flag by a women’s organization in 


recognition of the extension of suf- 
frage to their sex, and then with 
address by the County Council. 

The Prime Minister dealt extensigely | 
with assassinations by the Sinn Fein in 
Ireland and reprisals by the police and 
troops, and, though he did not say spe- 
cifically that he approved the reprisals, 
he stated that he could well understand

City Passes Night of Terror, 
with Shooting in Various 
Quarters—Hundreds Flee.

ing. One of these, which was used by | 
the Water Department, was burned out | 
by fire following the explosions, and the { 
department’s books and records for fifty 
years were destroyed. 

The blaze was prevented from spread- 
ing by the stone partition walls. 

The adjoining rooms, occupied by the 
Department of Public Health, were dam- 
aged by explosions, the theory being 
that bombs were thrown into them 
through the windows. 

Large pieces of cast iron, like shell 
casings, and bits of metal similar to 
shrapnel were fourd in the débris. An 
unexploded hand grenade was found in 
the, building this morning, 

The offices of the Engineering De- 
oe Magen above the wrecked rooms, 
were t damaged, but many windows 
in front of the puiiding .were pierced by 
bullets; A bullet was fired through the 
window of a room occupied by janie! 
Ring, the night watehman, who tele- 
phoned for the fire brigade when the

INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 9%. — Herbert 
Hoover entered the Presidential cam- 
paign in behalf of the Harding-Coolidge 
ticket with. an address. today before the 
Columbia Club of Indianapolis, declaring 
that the major issue Was party re- 
sponsibility and stating his views on the 
League of Nations. 

‘* Inasmuch as forty nations, compris- 
ing three-quarters of the people of the 


; globe, have embraced the ‘League of 


Nations’ as a term expressing certain 
ideas, I prefer that term, but I care 
little for terminology,’’ he said. ‘* The 
essential thing is that the Republican 
Party has pledged itself by its platform, 
by the actions of its majority in the 
Sénate, by the repeated statements of 
| senator Harding, that they undertake 
{the fundamental mission to put into 
} ving being the principle of an organ- 
ized association of nations for the 
preservation of peace. The carrying out 
of that promise is the test of the entire 
sincerity, integrity and statesmanship 
of the Republican Party. 

‘*The Republican Party has, "indeed, 
pledged itself against the unmodified 
covenant, and those who support the 
party are indeed voting against some 
of the methods of the covenant in put- 
ting this great principle into action. But 
this position of the party is as far as 
daylight from dark from the attitude of 
those who wish no League or no asso- 
ciation for those purposes.. - 

"If there be persons suppofting the 
Republican Party today on the belief or 
hope that this party is the avénue to de- 
struction of this great printiple, that the 
party will not with sincerity and states- 
manship carry out their pledges to bring 
it into effect, then they are counting 
on the insincerity and the infidelity of 
the Republican Party and its nominee 
for the Presidency. 

“*I do not believe it would fail, or I 
would not be here at this moment. If, 
by any chance,. it should fail, it will 
have made a deeper wound in the Ameri- 
can people than the temporary delay in 
our adherence to a League of Nations. 
It will have destroyed the confidence 
of our people in party government, it 
will have projected us into the dangérous 
path of party realignment. Out of these 
paths grow radicalism, reaction and 
the domination of extremists in govern- 
ment. 

e For Dropping Some Articles, 

*“* My personal view with regard to the 
practical development of a League is 
that some articles in the present treaty 
must be abandoned and some modified. 
But a great many parts of the present 
treaty are good and intertwined with 
the stability of the world. They offer 

opportunity to secure co-operation of the 
great majority of nations who have 
joined it. Therefore I believe that in 
keeping faith with the promise to use 
all that is good in the covenant for the 
development of the great principle to 
which it has pledged itself, practical Re- 
publican statesmanship must build upon 
the foundations of the existing treaty, 
and include in it the great step forward 
in international justice now settled by 
Senator ‘Root. 

“ The issye of this principle of proper 
organized action of nations to prevent 
war will not down. It belongs-to no 
party And no creed. It will be the crit- 
ical issue of forward-looking men in all 
nations until it succeeds in finally over- 
throing militarism as a basis of world 
relations.’’ 

*“*Men will not forget the 50,000,000 
human beings who have died because of 
this war, or the death roll which will 
stream from it for many years to come. 
They will not forget the social revolu- 
tions that. have followed from the. col- 
lapse of government, the dangers that 
these revolutions have presented and 
continue to present to our civilization. 
They know that every social student 
realizes‘ that another great war will 


elfurther loosen social forces that would

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POLICE ESPIONAGE 


Equitable Social Organization 
Asks Court to End “Cause- 
less Persecution.” 


WOULD: RESTRAIN. ENRIGHT 


Members Deny Gambling, and 
Neighbors Affirm Club's 
Character Is Good. 


Richard J. Fell, President of the 
Equitable Social Club of 7 East Twelfth 
Street, began a suit yesterday before 
Justice Mullan in the Supreme Court 
against Police Commissioner Enright, 
alleging that a causeless persecution had 


been waged against the club for several 
months by spying, wiretapping, trailing 
and annoying members. 

Mr. Fell, who is general superinten- 
dent of the Aetna Construction Com- 
pany, alleges that the club has been en- 
gaged in perfectly: innocent and lawtul 
pursuits during the period that police- 
men and detectives have been kept busy 
agaiast it. The papers do not allege 
any motive for the alleged persecution. 

Mr. Fell stys 200 reputable business 
men who belong to the club have been 
continually stopped, questioned and 
otherwise harassed by detectives and 
policemén. The police, he alleges, have 
visited the club, sometimes as often as 
two or three times a day, since early 
last March; have demanded the names 
and addresses of all members and vis- 
itors at the club, ahd have shadowed 
them on leaving it. During the entire 
period since the alleged persecution be- 
gan no evidence of any kind against the 
club has been obtained, according to 
Mr. Fell, and no court action of any 
kind has been instituted. On several 
occasions, he alleges, policemen have 
mounted taxicabs in which members of! 


where they went.

Purity, made an affidavit that on nu- 
merous occasions policemen in uniform 
had visited her home at 5 Hast Twelfth 
Btreet and from rear, windows had 
peered into the windows of the club. 
She sald, however, that she drew the 
line when a policeman sought to rent a 
room so that he might. spy on the club. 
She said the neighborhood was thick 
with policemen lounging about to dis- 
cover something against the club. Mrs. 
Grannis declared she flatly refused to 
allow wire tapping on her premises for 
eavesdropping on the club. Mer affi- 
davit adds: 

“*Y told him ‘that I thought they were 
violating the law by tapping wires and 
that I would not be = party to it. The 
officer said it was not the right thing to 
do, but he had received instructions to 
tap the’wires and that it was necessary 
for him to try to do so.

fon Home Rule means that they can or- 
ganize their own army and navy. As 
Lord Grey points out, they can organ- 
ize their submarine bases. They would 
have full command of all the ports of 
Ireland, and Lord Grey says he could 
not. consent to that. But Mr, Asquith 
agrees to that. I put to him a question 
in the-House of Commons. I said. You 
are talking about Dominion Home Rule. 
The Dominions have armies and navies 
of their own. Their ports are entirely 
under their own control. They can shut 
their ports against British ships, and we 
know perfectly well that we could not 
interfere.’ I-asked, ‘Could you give 
the same rights. to Ireland! If not, it 
is no use talking about Dominion Home 
Rule. Anything short of that ia not Do- 
mnion Homé Rule.’ 

“‘ Mr. Asquith was not prepared to an- 
swer. But what he refused to tell .the 
House of Commons he has communicat- 
ed to his old friend Lord Northcliffe. 
[Laughter.] Mr. Asquith has written a 
‘letter to The Times. I am amazed at 
what the poor old Daily News has done 
that it should be snubbed publicly In this 
tae There is no letter for it. A lettor 





to The Times, and by Mr. Asquith! 
The Daily News, faithful watthdog that 
‘ barked and snapped and worked itself 
up into a state of hydrophobia when- 
ever any one looked cross at Mr. As- 
{ quith, does not get a bone. This letter 
thas not much meat on it, but still it is 
ta bone, and it is given to the dog that 
bit him in the leg and, according to 
him, chased him out of Downing Street. 

** And there is The Manchester Guar- 
dian, neglected, boneless, meatless.

We have done 
without it here, but if there is Dominion 
Home rule in Ireland there will be con- 
scription here, too. You cannot have 
an army of 500,000 or 600,000 men in 
Ireland, commanded by Arthur Griffith 
and Michael Collins, who vowed destruc- 
tion to this country, and only an army 
of about 100,000 here. It certainly means 
conscription here. 

‘The navy, Mr. Asquith’ says, why 
not? They wont be so foolish as to 
spend money on a navy. You do not 
need to spend much on submarines. 
They are vicious little craft; they are 
dangerous and perilous, but they are 
not expensive. I am not sure they cost 
as much as a respectable yacht. And 
mines you can have, under full and com- 
plete Dominion Home Rule.

1917 and 1918 they were con- 
spiring with German submarines; and 
we discovered documents in the pockets 
of men who were arrested fn 1918 show- 
ing that they were prepared within two 
months of a Gertnan offensive that they 
knew of to raise 2. huge force in Ireland 
to stab Britain in the back when it was 
engaged in a Ufe and death struggle for 
the freedom of the world. 

‘“* What a chance you are asked to 
take to trust the destinies of Britain 
and the empire to a people who are apt 
to get fits of passion that sweep away 
all reason and make them switig vio- 
lently. from one’ extreme to. another in 
the ‘middle of a gréat conflict. You 
must not ignore these great facts. Why 
did they do it? .They have grievances, 
but so have we all.

PROHIBITION KEEPS 
HOTEL: PRICES UP 


Sitar Deny Food Costs Will, 
Be Reduced or Room 
Rates Increased. 


1,000%3 ON A POT .OF TEA 


But Wages Have Been More Than 
Doubled and Sources of Income 
Cut, It Is Said. 


New York hotel managers yesterday 
denied reports that they ¢ontemplated 
reducing food prices and’ increasing 
room rates. They declared, however, 
that if the cost of help, foods and mate- 
rials increased next winter it might be 
necessary to eliminate certain dishes 


from the menus. : 

With few exceptions, it was said, 
hotels .were experiencing difficulty im 
keeping pace with increasing expenses, 
and most. of the. managers attributed 
their troubles to prohfbition. They said 
that before the Volstead act became’ ef- 
fective much of the overhead expense 
was paid by the bars. : 

One admitted the profit on a pot of 
tea. was about 1,000 per cent, and on a 
cup of coffee 500 and 600 per.cent., but 
asserted it was through such profits 
that losses on more expensive foods 
were being met. : 

On an average, the managers said, the 
hotels and restaurants were forced to 
more than double wages since 1916.. In 
some instances employes..were receiving 
200 per cent. more than they did before 
the United-States entered the war. 

They said they were much concerned 


Winter because of the uncertainty of 
the coal supply and the threatened in- 
crease in labor, food, taxes and ma- 
terials indicated by the rise of prices in 
September.

Dr. Copeland Plans a ‘‘Silencer’’ for the City 
T o Prevent Disturbance of Workers’ Sleep} 





A survey of the city preliminary to an 
anti-noise campaign by the Health De- 
partment has convinced Health Commis- 


}sioner Royal S. Copeland that there 
must/be modifications in the sections of 
the soning law restricting certain 
classes of industry from invading resi- 
dential sections of the ¢dity. Just what 
modif'cations he advocates he did not 
say. yesterday, but explained that his 
inspection showed the need for reforma- 
tion, and that he proposes so far as pos- 
sible to put a silencer on New York 
City. ; 
| For one thing, he ‘said, he found a 
pretty general tendency to disregard no 
noise. signs placed’in the vicinity .of 
hospitals and other buildings where 
quiet is required. He pointed out that 
under the law it was as obligatory to 
ae rve a no-noise sign as a one-way 
reet sign. The Health Department is 
in receipt of many complaints regarding 
the various noises throughout the city. 
Some of.them are unreasonable, but the 
great majority are justified and, 

the Commissioner, tend to show how 
thoughtless many persons can be and 
how the rights of others are violated. 
Unnecessary noises, he said, applied 
particularly to street noises from open 
mufflers, horns, riveting machines when 
eperated outside regular hours for busi- 
ness, and the shouts of those with some- 
thing to. sell. 

From observation, the Commissioner 
said, two. classes of offenders stand 
out, thoughtless: drivers: of a 
and trucks and hucksters. He co’ 
mented upon the dieregard for the rehts 


ee others shown by noises made while 
traveling through hospital sones, He 
added: 

“I. regret that the attorney for this 
department has pointed out that we 
have a lack of authority in dealing with 
automobile drivers and’so are unable to 
establish any standard of conduct for 
them. That is ‘a matter that is up to 
the Secretary of State.

Backing up his assertions with statis- 
tical information obtained from the cus- 
toms records, John B. Floyd, statisti- 
cian of the ‘‘ Flying Squadron’ of the 
Department of Justice, yesterday pre- 
dicted a sugar shortage the latter part 
of this’ year and the first of next of 
even greater proportions than ‘the one 
through which the country has just 
passed. ‘‘ That.the people of the United 
States will pass through. another period 
of short supply in sugar before the end 
of this year and in the early months of 
the. year 1920 I have no doubt,” Mr, 
Floyd said. 

“The sugar requirements of the 
United States,”” Mr. Floyd continued, 
‘“‘from Jan. 1 to Dec. 31, 1919, are 
shown to have been 4,336,049 long tons. 
To make up this sum total we imported 
from foreign countries and outside ter= 
ritory and retained for consumption 
3,317,757 tons, in addition.to consuming 
795,351 tons of beet ‘sugar and 222,941 
tons Of cane sugar produced in conti- 
nental United States. This total con- 
sumption shows that we used something 
more than 361,000 tons for each month 
in that year. This, too, under circum- 
stances that are known not to have per- 
mitted consumption to the fullest extent, 
for the reason that the supply was not 
always available and fgr the further 
reason that soft drink ahd candy mak- 
ing establishments were not permitted 
to have an unlimited supply the whole 
yebr. , 

Inerease in Consumption. 

—* Had these requirements been filled 
at all times during the year it is quite 
certain. that the consumption of sugar 
would have been much greater. For-the 
period beginning with 1870 there has 
been a reguiar increase in the consump- 
tion of sugar in the United States of 
about 45 per cent. for each ten-year pe- 

riod up to 1914.° For the six-year period 
just prior to 1904 the average increase 
was 157,800 tons per year.

. FOREIGN POLICY IN: 1921. 

When Mr. Hanning promised “a com: 
plete reversal” of American foreigr 
policy if he should become President, the 
world was-not inclined to take him seri 
ously.

the general impression was that he mere 
ly wanted ‘to give the front-porch corre 
spondents something to write about on 2 
dull day. But one by one we are getting 
hints as to the details. The Senator ic 
learning, little by little, what our foreigr 
policy is; and as soon as he. masters one 
of ‘its principles he knows how’ to. re- 
verse it. 

He will have none of the League of 
“Nations, of course; that has been pretty 
clear for a long time and is now certain. 
Until a few days ago, however, nobody 
suspected that he was in favor of re- 
calling American troops from the Rhine 
and washing the late war out of* his 
recollection entirely. Germany. may 
dodge. the indemnity, Germany may plot 
a new war; let the French, whom Mr. 
HARDING loves so well, look out for that. 
Russia? There is a very distinct state- 
ment in the Republican platform: 

We pledge the party to the imme- 
diate resumption of trade relations 
with’ all countries with which we are 
at peace. 

That means Russia and nothing else, 
though the word Russia was left out in 
the hope that Republican conservatives 
would not notice the meaning of the 
plank. The pledge was written into the 
platform in response to demands from a 
propagandist picketing committee which 
besieged both conventions’ and had no 
luck at San Francisco, Senator Har- 
pine has never denied that he wrote a 
letter last April favoring recognition of 
the Bolshevist Government.

THE TAHITIANS. 

The number of people is not small who, 
with the choice of being translated to 
the unknown land of their desire, would 
pronounce for Tahiti. It may’ have 
changed since Lott was there in his 
young manhood and wrote so exquisitely 
about its charm in “ Rarahu,’’ but-in es- 
sentials it has not changed. The won- 
derful scenery can never be spoiled; the 


climate will always be the most equable 


in the South Seas, and the: natives, while 
making concessions ‘to civilization, are 
not inclined to surrender their. customs 
to. it: Elsewhere in the world there is no 
such harmony of coral and palm, of 
mountain steep and waterfall, of surf 
and ‘atmosphere; no land ‘so’ magical at 
dawn and so romantic when the. moon is 


queen of night. The Tahitians have been, 


described as gay, frivolous, courteous 
and generous. Their dialect is the. soft- 
est in Oceania. Their men are fine phys- 
ical specimens, and STEVENSON, who 
could curb his romanticism, acknowl- 


edged the fascination, of their women.. 


The Tahitians have always been an out- 
door people, strong walkers, * expert 
swimmers, forest rovers, flower lovers, 
and it would be strange if in a land of 
enchanting beauty they were not comely 
of face and form. 

To set eyes on Tahiti as day was 
breaking, as if one came'with the dawn 
from a workaday world, would be the 
approach most to be desired. Such was 
the good fortune of Pav Goopina, who 
writes about his impressions of the 
“common people” in The National Geo- 
graphic Magazine for October. “I first 
saw the:smiling kingdém of Pomare,” he 
says, “in a timorous dawn soon to be 
“emboldened by: the .streamers of a 
“ mountain-hidden sun.” “Visitors to ‘Ta- 
hiti fairly revel in description, apt words 


trooping’ to their: aid. This writer's | 
“ Sunrise at Papeete” is the: familiar’ 


rapture, and there follows the expected 
tribute to the attractions of the native 
women. BOuGAINVILLE was the first to 
render it of a long line of admirers. Mr. 
Gaoping . succumbed before his - boat 
reached. the “ copra-scented dock.” He 
speaks of ‘fair ones who “ were beauti- 
“fully _ proportioned and moved with 
“quéenly grace. Their dark hair, 
“crowned in some cases with a wreath 
“of the tiare, the flower of love and 
“ friendship,, hung ‘low on their backs, 
“ Their brilliant dark eyes sparkled with 
“ good-will and merry resolution.” He 
decided to take ‘up his residénce in Tahiti 
for several weeks, selecting a house that 
stood on an old French-Tahitien hsanecoe’ 
field:

Food comes easily in Tahiti, and the 
householder pays little for it. In Pa- 
peete it is a mere stroll to go to the mar- 
ket-place. The display includes greens 
and tubers, many varieties of fish in 
palmleaf baskets, bananas, pineapples, 
alligator pears, oranges, limes, melons, 
clusters of breadfruit and piles. of taro. 
No one need go hungry, not even a beach- 
comber, who can help himself. The dress 
of the market people is as varied as their 
wares, “kilts, flashy hose and flaring 
waistcoats,” as well as the loosé white

A sales tax does not offer ‘a satisfac- 
tory solution of the tax problem, in the 
opinion of the members of the Tax Com- 
mittee of the National Industrial Con- 
ference Board. A report disapproving 
a sales tax will be made'to the second 
National Industrial -Tax Conference to 
be held in this city Oct. 22 and 23. 
The report will say: 

“It. is not advisable under . present 
conditions to resort to any. one of the 
several forms of a sales tax or turnover 
tax of general application which are be- 
ing proposed.”’ 

‘That a committee of prominent in- 
dustrial men, after a searching inves- 
tigation of the whole subject, should 
have reached . this conclusion has 
awakened intense interest,"” it was said 
at the office of the Board. ‘‘ No secret 
is made of the fact that for most of 
the committee this position represents a 
conviction” contrary to,their original dis- 
position. 

‘The idea of a-sales, or turnover, tax 
has been so adroitly and ably proposed 
that, in t business 
men, the members of the committee 
began their study of the subject with a 
strong predisposition in its favor. Their 
tentative report 3s so far as to say:

In fact, I was about to say that.in 
this twentieth century the campaign 
biography had ceased to be, but a 
friend has just sept an advertisement 
announcing two volumes, issued by 
the same publisher and declared to 
be ‘Authoritative Books on the 
Presidential Candidates.”’. One is the 


ren G. Harding,’’ by Frederick E. 
Shortemeir, and the other is “* Pro- 
gressive Demiocracy of James M: 
Cox,’’ by Charles E: Morris. One of 
these is certainly a campaign biogra- 
phy, and possibly the other is also. 
In spite of this evidence tothe 
contrary, the campaign biography 
has lost the vogue it had three score 
and ten years ago—even if it has not 
become.extinct. Its companion, the 
campaign songbook, has long since 
departed this life. And instead of 
them, we now have the campaign 
textbook, issued. officially by the 
managers of the two parties. 

It is interesting to Rote that the 
campaign biography has fot been 
necessary either in England or in 
France. In Engiand the Prime Min- 
ister is never a man who needs to 
be introduced to the voters; he is 
always a man who has won his way 
to the front by decades of public 
life. And in France there are -no 
electoral campaigns, at least not for 
the Presidency. The choice is made, 
not by the voters at large, but by 
the members of the two houses, and 
the election takes place as soon as 
the vacancy occurs. When Carnot 
was assassinated, Casimir-Perier was 
seated as President in time to walk 
in the funeral procession of his mur- 
dered predecessor. 

* Although the campaign biography 
does not exist today in any other 





country, we Americans must not flat- 


ter ourselves that we invented it. 
We'can take credit for many an 





ingenious device in practical politics 
and in applied science, but not for 
that. Caesar’s ‘‘Commentary on the 
Gallic War ”’ is in fact a campaign 
autobiography. It was written by 
Caesar to explain and to justify his 
acts in Gaul—acts which had been 
denounced and misrepresented by his 
many énemies in Rome. If he was 
to attain to imperial power, he 
needed to conciliate, and, above ali, 
he needed to expidin and to set forth 
plainly what it was he had done for 
the glory of the republic. It is as 
though Grant had published his 
* Personal Memoirs’* at the time 
when he was asking his fellow-citi- 
gens to give him a third term in 
the Presidency, and there is a com- 
pelling likeness between the two doc- 


fuments in the unadorned simplicity 
and the grave dignity with which 


these successful soldiers recorded 
their own deeds. In Grant’s case 
the absence of ornament, the avoid- 
ance of ‘‘ fipe writing,’’ was natural 
to the man; in Caesar’s it was the 
result of deliberate and consummate 
art. Cicero, a master of style -him- 
self and a mastef critic of style, 
called the ‘‘ Commentaries "’ a work 
of high value, resenibling a beauti- 
ful antique statue, ‘“‘ as free from 
ornaments as that is from drapery 
and owing its beauty to its nudity.” 
P. 8.: Just’as I penned the final

who was very obviously interested in 





in the Ni Ma Loo. And with much 
ceremony he invited Miller to open 
the feust by eating first. Great 
amusemont we had when Miller had 
rouch difficulty in handling the kuei- 
taze, the little sticks used to eat with. 
** Miller, foo, laughed very much. 
for he had drunk much wine of Che- 
Kiang and was very merry. The 
first dish was a very good stew made 
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of beef which had been cut into small 
slices and prepared with much fat 
and many and savory spices.

** Miller laid down his kuei-taze, as 
he had done before. 

* His eyes were wide open and his 
face turned the hue gf a peach just 
before its cheeks begin to ripen on 
the tree in the Autumn. Very much 
perspiration gathered on his fore- 
head and his lower jaw began to sag. 
He made a movement with his lips

At that time 
he was planning a visit to America, 
and on the day on which he was to 

die Herman Bernstein sent him a

The book is a satire. Satan and 
one of his devils take human form 
by the simpic device of killing a 
couple of Americans and installing 
themselves in their bodies. One 
body. the one occupied by Satan, is 
that of a billionaire, Henry Won- 
dergood of Illinois, who at the time 
of his ssination was p d of 
$3,000,000.000. Satan immediately 
goes to Rome, for he is out to 
amuse himself by studying the 
human race, with which he has 
never been fa r. His bordi 
nate devil, who goes under the name 
of Toppi, has been incarnated be- 
fore, but is unable to be of much 
assistance to Satan by reason of the 
fact that he has forgotten every- 
thing that happened to him the first 
time he was on earth. 

In Italy Satan sees as wuch as 
Andreyev thinks necessary of man- 
kind, and it is ail evil. Mankind out- 
plays him at his own game, is more 
devilish than the devil, robs him of 
his ‘three bil#tions, smashes his illu- 
sions, and makes a ninny of him. 
almost crowning him with, horns—- 
and why Andreyev stops just a min- 
ute short of that last disgrace it is 
difficult to understand. As a story 
it is interesting, but it is not a work 
of genius. In the first place, Satan 
is not in the least Satanic. He is 
not Satan, but Henry Wondergood. 
No, he is not even Wondergood, for 
an American billionaire would have 
been smarter. This one is a goose. 
He hands over his three billions to 
the man who represents the concen- 
trated villainy of mankind, asks for 
no receipt, and does not even inquire 
where or how his fortune is in- 
vested; yet he is astonished when 
the human devil telis him that he 
has appropriated the money to his 
own uses, and that the Satanic devil 
is a peuper. 

In fact, he is a simpleton and be- 
lieves everything he is told. He is 
full of good impulses, though never 
shocked by crime. Sometimes a 
character in the story describes him 
as an ‘‘American ass,’ and that is 
really a good description. He is 
neither Satan nor Wondergood; he 
has not wickedness nor commen 
sense enough for either. .Andreyev 
has simply painted some American 
tourist he has met, neither better

‘or worse than the general run. 


Throughout more than half the 
look one is led to believe that it is 
aacrilegious, for a woman character 
appears who suggests the Madonna, 
and with this woman Satan falls in 
love, believing she is the Virgin.

succeeded: in. making a 
more probable Satan than this one 
of the great Kussian's. There is 
nothing in book review verbiage that 
describes him, but there is a word 
in gutter speech that describes him, 
and the word is *‘ hoob.”’ 

Still, it must be recognized that 
Andreyev's prime object was not to 
delineate Satan, but to satirize the 


human race. That he does, bitterly. 
A good many of them are fools, such 
as those who go to hear Wonder- 
good deliver a bombastic and turgid 
lecture: but nearly aJl those who 
figure in the story are villains so 
deep-dyed as to serve for what we 
have ulways imagined as devils. The 
devils are the oniy decent people in 
the story, and they are both. such 
mushy idiots that one can have no 
real enjoyment in their . society. 
Toppi,, who gets drunk frequently, 
contracts a hopeless love, and allows. 
his human side to overpower him so 
that be forgets he is a devil and 
insists on being treated like a saint, 
is much more likabie than Satan 
himself, who in the guise of Wonder- 
good is perpetually admiring the de- 
testable human race. no matter what 
it does to him. 

The human villains are as hellish 
as can he desired. One of them is a 
Cardinal. The worst of the lot is 
named Magnus, probably to show 
that he is the limit. He is the one 
Satan foolishly shocts at, and he is 
such an intolerable scoundrel that 
one alhmust wishes Satan were a 
better marksman. After all, though, 
is the thing worth doing? Voltaire 
did it once, for all in “* Candide."’ 
Besides, where Andreyev seeks to be 
funny, Voltaire was comic, a differ- 
ent thing altogether. Andreyev, for 
instance, makes puns om the name 
of the devil; he is always sending

Majesty's Consul at 
H the capital of Liberia, the 
negro republic on the west 
coast of Africa, is not one of those 
twhe look with pessimistic eyes on 
that experiment in allowing the 
black man to rule trimself. He be- 
leves that much of the backward- 
ness of the land in the past has been 
due to quite natural causes having 
nothing to do with incompetence on 
the part of the Liberians and fore- 
sees for Liberia bright and prosper- 
ous days in the future. 

He goes painstakingly and thor- 
oughly into his task of giving a com- 
plete picture. of this land, unique 
among the countries of the world. 
He traces its history back to the 
days of the. first immigration; he 
outlines the dasis of the Liberian 
form of government, its finances, 
population, flora and fauna;*its ex- 
port and import trade. He describes 
at length the many tribes that form. 
the population of Liberia, ranging all 
the way from the sophisticated resi- 
Gents of Monrovia. the capital, and 
other towns, to tribes in the far in- 
| terior so uninfluenced. by the touch 
of civitization that ‘they actually stn 

ibali. He tells_of the

The string of epithets quoted just 
above is 4 fault of the book, from 
the standpoint of twentieth century 
satire. Curses passed for satire in 
the eighteenth century, but there 
must be a little gloss-on your satire 
two centuries after Pope. The sa- 
tirical pen may be less powerful, but 
it has got to be defter. Pope, how- 
ever, was trying to be witty, and 
succeeding, while Andreyev is trying 
to he funny, and not always succeed- 


Magnus, man himself, who is al 
evil and out-devils the devil, might 
be one of the great characters of 
fiction if he were not drawn with 
such crude, rough strokes. The 
transitions of his manner are too 
violent. There is no shade in the 
portraiture. Then, too, his. great- 
ness is lessened by the fact that he 
has such a simple-minded devil to 
outwit. It does not take the plot- 
ting, crafty, sinister Magnus to do 
that job. Little Red Riding Hood 
could do it. The ease of his task is 
greatly augmented by the fact that 
while Satan, who wants to do some- 
thing with his three billions, has 
not the least idea what it is he wants 
to do. Magnus gets his three bil- 
lions away on the pretense that he 
is going to find out what it is Satan 
wants to do and do it, and Satan 
parts with the wealth without ap- 
parently reading the documents 
which Magnus sets before him to 
sign. When Magnus reveals to him 
what has happened—but for this rev- 
elation he would never have found 
it out—he can find nothing better 
to say than that Magnus is a scoun- 
drel, whereas in this instance Mag- 
nus. behayes more like the American 
billionaire whom Satan is supposed 
te be inhabiting than Satan does. 
it is not until Magnus reveals to 
him: the humanness and wickedness 
of the saintly looking woman that 
Satan whips out his revolver and 
fires at Magnus, not knowing that 
you cannot kill mankind. . 

In much of the book Andreyev is 
evidently trying not for satire but 
for burlesque of the broadest kind, 
but you cannot make good burlesque 
with a running fire of epithets. To 
call the Cardinal a monkey every 
time you speak of him lessens your 
burlesque. Voltaire would never 
have been guilty of that, but then 
Voltaire was always a satirist, not 
a burlesquer. This book is too say- 
age either for satire or buricsque— 
and too inconsistent. Besides, even 
a good fairy tale should be plausi- 
ble. Y¥ou believe, for instance, in 
Snow White and Cinderelia. 

Nevertheless, as a story the book 
ig interesting. Necessarily, it is not 
for the orthodox, but the man who 
has swaHowed illusions can read it

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Niew: Salad Days of 
Silk-Clad: Labor

ALAD has come into the life of 
labor. True, it is the kind of 
salad that is illustrated in red 
and green on the. billboards 

and on the subway cards—the salad of 
the bottled mayonnaise propaganda. 
But it’s salad. Lettuce—which any life 
extensioner will tell you really does 
constitute an improved standard of 
living over labor’s pre-war meat and 
potato diet—can now officially be- 
come the symbol of the changed 
order of the worid—the rule of the 
proletariat. 

I went down into the wages 
and hedges of the yn ship- 
yards to discover some ‘* culture ”’ 
other than the purple striped silk 
shirt that has conte to stay as a re- 
sult of these three years of Inflated 
wages. For earnest-minded senti- 
mentalists (whe doubtless have just 
purchased one of those de luxe 
editions of Q. Henry on the clip-this- 
coupon system) have been launching 
the theory of late that the silk shirt 
is in truth the sign from heaven of 
an improved standard of living—of a 
broadened culture. 

Inside the great gateways of the 
shipyards, the cars of the iaborers 
were parked by the fifties and by the 
hundreds. The President of the 
pliant was looking out of the window 
with a crooked smile. ‘‘ Do they 
really need the raise they’re asking 
for,."’ he pondered. Each grease he- 
-grimed mechanic wore silk socks and 
elaborately perforated tan shoes be- 
low his working trousers. The ship- 
yard laborer, it seems, unlike the 
candy maker and the van mover, 
dons not his symbolic silk shirt until 
after his 4 P. M. day. 

The improved standard of living is 
not in the silk. 

Instead, it ‘is in the lettuce which 
has strayed by accident into the 
menu of. labor's table, along with 
** best cuts of meat *’ which he de- 
mands of the butcher and of the 
world, as due his new station. For 
this is an epoch-making stride to- 
ward the higher life, as when the 
Saturday night bath came into the 
late nineteenth century. 

It is in the electrical labor-saving 
devices, the toaster and the fiatiron. 
that have become the mark of rank 
in labor’s home, since efficiency in 
labor belongs properiy in the bigher 
standard class. And it is in the'joy 
which these mechanics have found 
in the well-oiled vitals of their cars, 
since a capacity for mental pleasure 
is the truest culture after ali. 

Outside of these three, even Pol- 
lyanna herself would find it an opti- 
mistic strain to discover fundamental 

’ improvements in labor’s condition— 
which are universal to the class- 
that is, supposing Polly had con- 
versed ‘with the sober-minded labor- 
ers' who were my informants—with 
the canny, thrifty Scotch mechanic 
and with the thoughtful Irish riveter, 
who have watched their fellows 
squander. 

“* Spending mooney’s an art,’’ says 
the Scotchman, ** and kenning how 
to spend fifteen doliars the week does 
na’ learn you how to spend eighty, 
nor yet a hundred and fifty. *: It just 
-Maybe could learn you how to. spend 
twenty-five.”” 

In short, if it takes four genera- 
tions to make an American “ aristo- 
crat,’’ my Scotch friend is of the 
opinion that it takes at least five’ 
years to make a spender, and proves 
it, because: 

** The few of us that na’ done the | 
saving and “bought oursel’s homes: " 
while the war lasted were those that 





silk shirt, and took advantage of 
high wages to increase his laundry 
bill. The “** new rich” labor, they 
explain, knows only the new shirt 
and the three weeks” old shirt. From 
dickie and celluloid collar to silk shirt 
was too sharp'a jump. The Scotch- 
American and the Irish-American 
nod gravely to each other, as thus 
they piece together the story of how 
the high wages came to their ship- 
yard. 

The man who had experienced only 
two dollars and a half for spending 
money knew only the simple pleas- 
ures that two dollars and a half 
could buy—and laundry inside and 
out was not one of them.

But the fruits 
that hang low are the pleasures of 
the appetite and the pleasures of 
display. ‘‘ Clothes and jazz parties,’’ 
is the way my two informants put it. 

The wife who had been receiving 
$15 a week to run the house got $30 
handed over, which the increased 
eost of living and the demand for 
** better cuts "’ promptly ate up. A 
dollar was tossed to each child on- 
Seturday afternoon for spending 
money. Those of the wives that 
were practical enough or ‘psycholog- 
ical enough or domineering enough, 
to buy parlor sets and piano players, 
rugs and phonographs, on the install- 
ment plan, managed to extract as 
well the weekly payments on these 
luxuries from the weekly pay en- 
velope before it went ‘* jazxing.”’ 
But the women, as a class, so they 
say of this great shipyard. did not 
get their share.

Louis Untermeyer: Critic, Parodist, Poet

THRE NEW ADAM. By Louwix Uater- 
meyer.

R. UNTERMEYER is the 
most versatile writer in 
America, of that there can 
be no shadow of a doubt, 

but he is more—he is an almost 

superhumanly energetic and diverse- 
ly interested man By day he is 
the President of « iarge wholesale 
jewelry manufacturing company and 
director of another; by night he is 
one of the small band of young writ- 
ers who are slowly shaping our lit- 
erature into a new era. His delight 
in all modern effort is unflagging; 
his unselfishness toward his fellow- 
authors is unique. Parodist, poet, 
critic, he has seen fit to spend him- 
self even upon the compiling of an- 
thologies, that the best of modern 
work as he sees it may be brought 
inte closer touch with the public, 
and, more spevifically, with the 
and it No one can 
fully understand Mr. Untermeyer’s 
work without reckoning with two 
salient points in his character: he 
is intensely putriotic and he is 
vividly Oriental, Some years ago 
1 spoke of him, in a review of 
his book ‘‘ These Times,"’ as danc- 
ing in a_ religious ecstasy be- 
fore the Ark of the Lord: and, 
bizarre though such a figure may 
geem when applied to so obvious- 
fy modern a person, I believe it 
to be an exact description of his 
mental attitude toward life. Louis 
Untermeyer is in love with life, and 
life is his Ark of the Covenant; its 
laws are a new Tables of Stone to 
him, its ministering priests are all 
humanity.

Compare the 
Smith brothers’ famous parody of 
Wordsworth in ‘“ Rejected Ad- 
dresses "" with Mr. Uutermeyer’s 
Yeats poem in ‘“*“—— and Other 
Poets,’’ and any one can see the dif- 
ference of approach and its resultant 
effect. His two volumes of paro- 
dies, the “* Other Puets,’’ just men- 
tioned, and ‘‘ Including Horace,"’ 
are, in their genre, among the most 
important beoks of the recent poetry 
renaissance.

would certainly be natural, if repre- 
hensibie, occasionally to lift a turn 
of speech or a trick of vision from 
an author whom he admires and ap- 
propriate it, but this most common 
of literary vices is never practiced 
by Mr. Untermeyer. There is, of 
course, a cogent reason for this. 
When mest authors steal, they do it 
only & peu prés; by the very nature 
of the case, what they take can only 
be partly brought away; in the end 
they add themseives to it perforce, 
and the thing becomes stolen goods 
plus a patina of the thief’s own pe- 
culiarities, and the plus makes all 
the difference. With Mr. Unter- 
meyer’s genius for reproducing per- 
fectly, the thing stolen would stand 
out of his own poem with an accus- 
ing detachment which could ia no- 
wise be softened. Does Mr. Unter- 
meyer realize this, or is his a fine 
forbearance, a sort of “‘ virtu de 
as a clergyman must be 
chaste and a iawyer eschew the 
charms of gossip? Whatever the 
cause, Mr. Untermeyer the parodist 
and Mr. Untermeyer the poet do not 
impinge and hinder each other; they 
are perfectly separate and distinct. 

When a poet is young, he throws 
all of himself into a volume. All 
early bocks are collections of more 
or less heterogeneous matter. Ar 
he grows older, however, and his 
puwer to write is nu longer a wonder 
but a natural function, he finds 
enough in his work to make selee- 
tion possible. He can afford natural 
groupings, since it is no longer 
necessary to show at once all he can 
do. Mr. Untermeyer’s new book, 
“The New Adam,"’ is his fourth 
volume of poetry and. with it the 
author is content to be represented 
by only one facet of his talent. This 
is a collection of love poems, ~=-re 
and simple, preceded by ‘‘ A Note on 
the Poetry of Love.” 

With the author's introductory 
** Note,"” no fellow-writer of the 
modern school can feel any disagree- 
ment. That cleaving of the senti- 
mental aspect of love from all Ks 
other aspects and emphasizing it, so 
dear to the love lyrists of the Vic- 
torian age, is as far from the point 
of view of the one in which we live 
as the engravings of Alma Tadema’s 
pictures which adorned their wailis 
are from the Japanese prints which 
hang on ours.

Mr.. Untermeyer fails to see that 
this was as much a literary manner 
as the stenciled aesthetics of the 
mid-Victorians. To set fact beside 
fiction, we have only to read Lady 
Dorothy Nevill’s love letters to dis- 
cover the falseness of the one atti- 
tude, as we have only to read the 
* Sonnets from the Portugese “* to

Mr. Untermeyer has failed to make 
one important point. The closer we 
approach the mystery of life the 
more imperative is it that we gird 
our loins and go reverently. A trag- 
edy can be treated with a starkness 
which: revolts in a comedy. The mod- 
ern world is not the least Rabelais- 
jan in temper, and our very self- 
consciousness mars our effects, un- 
less, as in the case of Hardy and 
Lawrence, it is obliterated by a great 
j;awe. Lightness may be beautiful 
and free; .grief may be as open as 
life, its majesty protects it; but I 
am a little donbtful as to Mr. Un- 
termeyer’s contention that a proper 
mold for this plain speaking may be 
the record 6f a point of view de- 
scribed in the following phrase, 
which he sets down almost as a 
creed: 

Lg an mage Pay om 
and mystical, are #0 often petulant, 
sportive, cynical, sometimes merely 
companionable, sometimes 
and vulgar. 

When love becomes flippant and 
vulgar it ceases to be love; we are 
speaking of something else, that is 
ali. Love may lose its physical side 
and still remain love, but if it lose its 
spiritual it stands confessed as mere- 
ly desire. Poetry must go more war- 
ily than prose. Stern’s ‘* Sentimen- 
tal Journey ” would be inconveivable 
as a setting to Browning’s ‘* Any 
Wife to Any Husband "; it is a case 
of fitness, and the critic must riot 
confuse terms.

-Nowhere in it 
does passion fully declare itself. And 
yet Mr. Untermeyer is by no means 
devoid of passion. He can be pas- 
sionate enough over social or evolu- 
tionary movements, over human 
tragedies in the mass, witness such 
poems as “* The Laughers,’’ ‘ Jeru- 
salem Delivered,*’ “‘ Eve Speaks.”

Of the two books ‘* The Call of the 
Surf ’’ is the more unusual, both in 
point of contents and in its capacity 
for stirrmg the imagination. So far 
as the reviewer knows, it is the only 
book on surf fishing. It is written 
with a threefold purpose, which it 
triumphantly achieves: to entertain 
the brotherhood of fishermen, to at- 
tract new devotees to thé little- 
known sport of surf fishing, and “* to 
make somewhat smoother his trail 
to the Big-Sea Water.’’ Both Mr.

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Santo Domingo’s 
Second Dawn

OOKING around from the pano- 
ramic perspective of his front 
porch for something to scold 
about the other day, Senator 

Harding elected Santo Domingo. 

Santo Domingo as much as any 
other country in the world has 
failed to distinguish itself by think- 
ing in a unanimous way about any- 
thing. But, judging from the sights 
i saw and the sentiments I heard 
there during a sojourn of a few 
weeks this Summer, when I visited 
the nine principal towns and made 
trips into the interior, I should not 
be surprised if many of the leading 
afd most reliable Dominicans’ might 
be inctined to invite Mr. Harding 
down there to see for himself what 
the temporary Military Gevernment 
in doing in the way of taking this 
backward little country by the hand 
and helping it to step across a chasm 
of centuries, 

Herc dre @ few facts-about Santo 
Domingo by way of introduction: It 
was discovered by Christopher Co- 
lumbus in 1492. Because it was very 
rich in minerals and the moat fertile 
of all the islands in the Antilles, 
Columbus decided to make his home 


there and he became the first Gov-° 


ernor. Under the patronage of the 
discoverer and his brothers and the 
Spanish sovereigns Santo Domingo 
started cut to lead the western world 
in civilixation. It had the first 
Cathedral, the first churches, the 
first university. They are still there 
in varied stages of preservation. 

It struggied along as a poverty- 
stricken Spanish colony until 1795. 
The next fifty years was a period of 
frightful revolutions and unspeak- 
able butcheries, as a result of Haitian 
domination. Since 1844, when Santo 
Domingo became an independent 
Republic, the country has had forty- 
three Presidents, although the Pres- 
idential term has fluctuated from six 
to four years and back. Only three 
Presidents served the full term. Two 
were assassinated and the others re- 
signed. As many as four Presidents 
were elected in one year. The Re- 
public has had nineteen different 
constitutions, for a new President 
found it easier to write a new con- 
stitution than to be hampered by an 
old one. 

A vast t of unpl t his- 
tory pivots on these fragmentary 
facts. Cities were burned in suc- 
cessive revolutions, some of them 
five or. six times, or as soon as they 
could rise from their ashes. Haitian 











soldiers camped in the churches and 
made quarries of historic ruins. 
Most of the white families that could 
leave -migrated to the neighboring 
islands. But through all this history 
there survived a remnant of idealism 
and a strong feeling for Santo 
Domingo. From the early days of 
the Republic its most progressive 
men believed that the prosperity and 
happiness of the land depended on 
securing the protection of a stronger 
power capable of maintaining order. 
In 1870an appeal was made to Pres- 
ident Grant for annexation, and al- 
though Grant. favored the idea, it 
was killed in the Senate. 

The temporary Military Govern- 
ment in Santo Domingo is acting

In the an- 
nouncement to the churches the 
American Bible Society says: 

** The length of the service will be 
about an hour. Its theme is the 
power of truth as revealed in the 
Biblé, to set free the human soul, in 
particular from the shackles of per- 
secution and death.

We 
have authority for the statement that 
the Book of Job was itself a drama. 
Why may we not also have acted 
sermons, in which, from time to 
time, under the leadership and in- 
spiration of the. pastor, the whole 
congregation participates? Wd may 
also picture what the impulse of such 
@ movement would be on the theatre 
itself, that it would point the way 
for the theatre of the future to be- 
come what it was intended to be, also 
a temple. 

“* It is true there is much prejudice 
to overcome. What pleases me is the 
thought that this attempt may help 
to bridge the ancient gulf between 
sincere church people and sincere 
dramatic artists. Surely a way may 
be found to place at the service of 
the Church the powers of convincing 
presentation that dramatic art con- 


tains: The Bible is a tremendously 


eloquent book. Its truths are ever 
new, as fresh as each new morning. 
But to many of today, the Bible, or 
the services that present its truths, 
seem humdrum. May not dramatic 
art be employed to drive home the 
perennial vitality of these truths?

in all probability, a mass of 
most important documents of his- 
torical value were lost to the world. 
The Kaiser’s letters to the Czar 
give an intimate portrait of the man. 
Written by one monarch to another, 
they were intimate correspondence 
between friends,. even though the 
Kaiser may only have feigned friend- 
ship to gain his ends. The autocrats, 
never expecting that their corre- 
spondence would see the light of day. 
wrote freely and frankly, and thaf 
is why these letters abound in such 
amazing brazenness and cynicism. 
They reveal the author far better 
than any biographer could reveal 
him. He is seen as intriguer, syco- 
phant, hypocrite, flippant, naive, 
absurd and childish at times in his 
estimate of men and events, prating 
of peace while dangling his sword 
most of the time. 
His letters to the Czar were per- 
meate/d with the fear lest something 





might happer to the dynasties. As 


ne says in one of his letters: ‘‘ We 


one holy duty imposed on us by 
heaven; that is to uphold the prin- 
ciple von Gottes gnaden (by the 
grace of God).” He despised de- 
mocracy aud abhorred democratic 
forms of government, and it is hard 
to tell whether his hatred was great- 
er-than his fear. 

His motive throughout seems to 
have been to go hand in hand with 
Russia against England. He was 
willing even to bave France as an 
ally, if he could only form the most 
powerful alliance against Mngland. 
He endeavored to make it clexr to 
the Czar that if he only wanted such 
an alliance France would be com- 
Pelled to join it. 

This correspondence is more an in- 
dictment of autocracy than of the 
Kaiser as an autocrat. A patholog- 
ical, unbalanced man like Wilhelm 
held the fate of nations in the bal- 
ance, launching the terrible adven- 
ture which cost millions of lives, but 
whose blood washed away his throne. 
Perhaps the most important letter in 
the volume is the one dated Oct. 30, 
1898, and marked “private and con-

In fact, 
Russia was encouraged in every pos- 
sible way to embark upon her hare- 
brained Far Eastern adventure in 
order to weaken her position in 
Europe. She was encouraged to de- 
nude her Polish fortresses of their 
garrisons by the promise that noth- 
ing inimical would. be undertaken 
against her by Germany and her 
Austrian ally. : 

To understand the full import of 
the Kaiser’s reiterated advice to his 
feeble-minded protégé in Tsarskoe 
Selo concerning the war with. Japan, 
and «in general concerning foreign 
affairs, it is necessary always to 
bear in mind the cardinal principle 
of German diplomacy during the 
reign of Withelm II. in relation to 
Russia. According to this principle, 
Russia was the great menace, the 
dark cloud banging over Germany's 
future. But for Russia,- France, 
with a population almost half as 
large as Germany's, could be easily 
overrun and conquered. But. for 
Russia, all the resources of Western 
Europe could be combined into the 
hands of the Hohenzollerns for an 
irresistible onslaught upon .the Brit- 


. ish Empire and the establishment 


of German world supremacy. It 
was because of this dread of Russia 
and her mighty possibilities under an 
enlightened and liberal government 
that, after the outbreak of the 
great war, German diplomacy and 
German intrigue kept aiming. 
on the one hand. at cutting off 


’ Russia’s outlying provinces—Poland, 


Lithuania, the Baltic’ provinces, 
Ukrainia, Bessarabia, the Caucasus 
—not to mention Finland—and, on 
the other hand, at stimulating all 
possible internal elements of con- 
fusion and disintegration. It was 
because the Pun-Germans always 
regarded: Russia with dread, as the 
greatest obstacie to the realization of 
their ambitions for world conquest, 
that they always insisted upon 
the Asiatic character of Russia. Ac- 


| cording to the Pan-Germans, Rus- 


sia is not, and ought not to be, a 
European power. Russia must be, 
or be forced to become,’ a purely 
Asiatic power. For such was the 
interest of Germany. As an Asiatic 


Japan, and would thus become a tool 
of German ambition, instead of being 
a hindrance and a menace. . 

This was the arch design of Ger- 
man diplomacy in relation to Russia. 
But, in the meantime, ‘before the 
realization of this principle and while 
Russia still remained a great Euro- 
pean power, it was necessary to sow 
in Russian minds suspicion and dis- 
trust of France, of Japan, and, above 
all, of Engiand—in short, of all the 
nations that stood in the way of Ger.

N 1916 three young Montana 
men, John J. Harris, Edward 
Lawlor and A. ¥. Koch, realized 
a long-cherished pian and or- 

ganized the Big Horn Cafion Irriga- 

tion and Power Company. After 

nine years the United States Senate 

has now passed the bill authorizing 

the construction of the required 
dam. 

The Cafion of the Colorado 
through which the Big Horn runs is 
fifty miles in length. The site select- 
ed is near the ontiet where the river 
falis between towering walls of lime- 
stope a thousand fect high. The 
dam will be 415 {cet in height, 
higher by 130 feet than any other 
in existence. The huge reservoir 
behind it will water 100,000 acres 
of rich hench jand, as many as now 
irrigated by the Roosevelt Dam in 
Arizona,. and its fall will generate 
the greatest single electric power on 
earth. 

This power will be used, princi- 
pally, to operate the transcontinental 
railroads of the region and to ex- 
truet nitrogen from the atmosphere 
for fertilizers and explosives. Should 
the Government aguin need the iut- 
ter, as im the late war, the fastnesses 
af the cafion will form a readily 
guarded ‘arsenal. As for the agri- 
cultural possibilities, even now the 
Montana annual wheat crop, Spring 
and Winter, is 25,000,000 bushels, 
without artificial irrigation. 

One of these enterprising young 
Westerners recently sought me out 
while be was on s business visit in 
the East to tell me that the pioneers 
of today had not forgotten these of 
yesterday who blazed the trail, and 
that the name of a soldier pathfinder 
would be written across half the 
continent along the road that is to 
be known as the Custer Hattlefield 

Highway. 

My visitor’s account of the adven- 
tures he and his fellows had had 
in lawless regions brought back kin-

often happened that cut-throats and 
outlaws outnumbered the miners and 
prospectors staking and working 
claims.

Then one of our fearless 
Seventh Cavalry Sergeauts would be 
ordered to take out a squad and 
quell the riot. Sometimes the mere 
sound of their horses’ hoofs down

the street, which consisted mainly of 
saloons, would suffice to reduce the 
camp to the peaceful state of a New 
Engiand hamiet on the Sabbath. 
Lights went out while the roisterers 
fled to cover in the cyclone cellars 
or the gulileys of the plains. Never- 
theless, hardly a frontieraman. but 
bore « medal for valcr in the form 
of lost teeth, a missing eye or lopped 
off arm. “‘ Trimmed up,"’ as the 
jargon of the place had it. But, 
making light of it in true pioneer 
fashion, they regarded it as “‘ part 
of the game."’ 

Accordingly I surinised that a deep 
eleft in my. Western visitor's fore- 
head. registered some ‘‘ close cali.’’ 
and begged for details. ‘‘I was clos- 
ing up the shack, after midnight,’’ 
he .explained, alluding to the hotel 
of which he had been at once pro- 
prietor, clerk, porter and cook, 
‘and one man made up his mind 
he woukin’t get out.

The Custer Battlefield Highway, 
starting at Omaha, will cleave a hne 
1,506 miles in length through Ne- 
braskaz, Wyoming, Dakota and Mon- 
tana, till, having passed the Yellow- 
stone, it ends at the Glacier Nation- 
al Park on the Canadian border. Its 
picturesque route leads it through 
the Custer Game Preserve and Cus- 
ter Game Sanctuary in South Da- 
kota, ‘to which the Government has 
recently assigned 90,000 acres in all. 
It also goes through the Black Hills 
region, which General Custer and his 
command were the first’ white men 
to penetrate. Its path leads through 
the Government Cemetery that 
marks the spot of the battle of Little 
Big Horn, where the Generali anc 
those with him fell in 1876. Near 


'this a large memorial hall is to be 


| built. Where Custer Avenue of Har- 
bin, Mon., intersects the highway 
another monument is to be placed. 

Since the red man is fast disap- 
pearing, the booklets issued by the 
highway organization announce with 
pride that the Crow Reservation lies 
near, with *‘ real live Indians and 
crying papooses! "" These Indians 
are becoming prosperous now that 
they are permitted tc sell certain 
portions of their land.

EVERAL years have gone by 
since Mr. A. E. W. Mason gave 
us one of his entertaining ro- 
-mances, and if the effect of a sev- 
eral‘years’ interval between stories 
always resulted in the production of 
as interesting a tale as ‘‘ The Sum- 
mons,’” one might well find it in 
one’s heart to wish that more novel- 
ists would follow his example.

T may now be definitely stated that 
Arthur Hopkins is preparing to re- 
vive “The Deluge” this season.

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OUR MERCHANT MARINE 





By DUNCAN JU. FLETCHER, 
United States Senator from Florida. 

N a prepared speech delivered in Bal- 
timore Sept. 27 Senator Harding 
dwelt upon the advantages of an 
adequate merchant marine to the 
United States and made reference 
to our merchant marine policy. Among 


other things, he said: 

“We did not follow éur invention of 
the steamship with a continued develop- 
ment and maintenance of steamship 
lined ‘We ceased to’ be carriers of our 
ownttrade, and. we encouraged our rivals 
by our own neglect.”’ 

Further, he stated: 

“The war gave us the great awaken- 
ing. America means to take her place 
as a sea carrier, not for ourselves alone, 
but to serve the world, ‘We have the 
ships; we have the seamen; -we have the

the peaceful paths of the seas.’ 
He referred to the fact that in 1914 the

They asked that 
the Government establish a bureau of 
War risk insurance, so that hulls and 
cargoes could be insured by the Govern- 
ment, because private insurance com- 
panies were unable and unwilling to 
undertake it. The Democratic Adminis- 
tration established the War Risk Insur- 
ance Bureau and in September, 1916, 
Passed the. Shipping bill. 

The. Republicans themselves began to 
see by that time that the Democrats 
were right in 1914, and that the country 
needed and demanded the legislation 
which thé Democrate Administration had 
inaugurated. So that, much as the Re-|. 
publicins disliked {t; notwithstanding 


-they had voted solidly against the prop- 


osition ‘in 1915, they were forced to yield, 
and the Shipping act was passed in 1916, 
creating the Shipping Board, providing 
for the formation of a. corporation such 
as the Emergéncy Fleet Corporation, 
which was formed under that act, with 


{a capital stock of $50,000,000. The-Presi- 


dent appointed the board, thé corpora- 
tion was formed and the work of byild- 
ing ships was begun by the Government. 
The entire responsibility for that legis- 
lation and: that policy, and the entire 
credit for having” a decent merchant! 
marine today is due the Democratic 
Administration. Of course, after the 
ships were built and were in operation, 
there was need of further legislation in 
the direction of fixing the permanent 
policy with reference to the disposition 
of the ships and protecting American 
interests. 
“No one claims there was not some 
waste in this ‘stupendous undertaking. 
The cry was acute, “ We must have the 
ships, and have them now.” We had to 
sacrifice economy for speed. War is 
waste. No power on earth can prevent 
it. But we have the ships, and today we 
are. carrying in ships owned by the 
United States 55 per cent. of our over- 
seas commerce. This ig not due to the 
act of 1920. It is not due to any Repub- 
lican. support or assistance. Tt is due 
to the steps taken in 1914, resulting in 
the ‘act of September, 1916, and to the 
marvelous results accomplished under 
that act. Of course, there were appro- 
Priation bills which had to be Passed to 
Provide the means. for carrying gut the 
provisions of the act of 1916. Those acts, 
Emergency Appropriation act and other 
appropriation acts, providing the money 
required for executing the act of 1918, 
were likewise passed by Democratic 
Congresses, -It-is fair to say that they 
were not partisan measures, and Repub- 
licans, joined in making appropriations 
required for the buflding of the ships, 
but the Republicans ‘were at the outset}!

Financiers and economists were prac- 
tically unanimous in the opinion that 
this was an unhealthy condition, but 
there was not such general agreement 
as to the remedy. A very able authority 
commented on the situation six months 
ago in these words: ‘‘ The questien of 
creditiexpansion is directly related to 
industrial costs and to the endless cycle 
of wage and price advances. This cycle 
calls continually for more credit, and if 
the supply is to be provided indefinitely, 
the A dotiar’ in which wages are paid 
will continue to depreciate in purchas-

Document Which Has Taken Its Place as the Overshadowing Issue in dhe Battle Between Democratic and 
Republican Parties in Final Stages of Presidential Campaign |

| “THE COVENANT OF THE 
| LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 


The High Contracting Parties, 

In order to promote international 
©o-operation and to achieve. interna- 
tional peace and security 
|} \ by the acceptance of obligations 
: ‘pot to resort to war, 

by the prescription of open, just 
and honorable relations be- 
tween nativas, 
by the firm establishment of the 
understandings of international 
law as the actual rule of conduct 
among Governments, and 
by the maintenance of justice and 
@ scrupulous respect for all 
treaty obligations in the dealings 
of organized peoples with one 
another, 
Agree to this Covenant of the League 
' @f Nations. 


Article 1. 


The original Members of the League 
of Nations shall be those of the Sig- 
natories which are named in the 
Annex to this Covenant and also such 
of those other States named in the 
Annex as shall accede without reserva- 
tion to this Covenant. Such accession 
shall be effectec by a Declaration de- 
, Dosited with the Secretar‘at within 
* two months of the coming into force 
of the Covenant. Notice thereof shall 
be sent to all other Members of the 
League. 
, Any fully self-governing ‘tate, 

’ Dominion or Colony not named in the 
Annex may become a Member of the 
League if its admission is agreed to 

‘by two-thirds of the Assembly, pro- 
vided that it shall give effective guar- 
antees of its sincere intention to ob- 
serve its international obligations, and 
ghall accept such regulations as may 
be ‘prescribed by the League in regard 
to, tty military, naval and wat, tore 
_ and armaments, — 

Any meme; | of thie “Tamme “tay, 
after two years’ notice of its intention 
50 to do, withdraw from the League, 
provided that all its international obli- 
gations and all its obligations under 
this Covenant shall have been fulfilled 
‘at the time of its withdrawal. 


Article 2. 


The action of the League under this 
Covenant ‘sHall be effected through 
the instrumentality of an Assembly 
and of a Council, with a permanent 
Secretariat. 

Article 3. 

The Assembly shall consist of Repre- 
sentatives of the Members of the 
League. 

The Assembly shall meet at stated 

intervals and from time to time as 
occasion may require at the Seat of 
the League or at such other place as 
may be decided upon. 
_ The Assembly. may. deal at its meet- 
ings with any matter within the 
sphere of action of the League or af- 
fecting the peace of the world. 

At meetings of the Assembly each 
‘Member of the League shall have one 
vote, and may have not more than 
three Representatives. 


Article 4. 


The Council shall consist of Repre- 
sentatives of the Principal Allied and 
Associated Powers, together with rep- 
resentatives of four other Members of 
the League. These four members of 
the League shall be selected by the 
Assembly from time to time in its dis- 
cretion. Until the appointment of the 
Representatives of the four Members 
of the League first selected by the 
Assembly, Representatives of Belgium, 
Brazil, Spain and Greece shall be 
membe?s of the Council. 

With the approval of the majority 
ef the Assembly, the Council may 
‘pame additional Members of the 
League whose Representatives shall 
always be members of the Council; 
the Council with like approval may 
increase the number of Members of 
* the League. to be selected by the As- 
‘sembly .for representation on the 

The Council shall meet from time 
to time as occasion may require, and 
at least once a year, at the Seat of 
the League, or at such other place 
as may be decided upon.

At meetings of the Council, each 
Member of the League represented on 
the Council shall have one vote, and 
may have not more than one repre- 
sentative. 

Article 5. 


Except wire otherwise expressly 
provided in this Covenant or by. the 
terms of the present Treaty, decisions 
at.any meeting of the Assembly or 
of the Council shall require the agree- 
ment of all: the Members of the 
League represented at the meeting. 

All matters of procedure at meet- 
ings of the Assembly or of the Coun- 
cil, including the appointment of Com- 
mittees to investigate particular mat- 
ters, shall be regulated by the Assem- 
bly or by the Council and may be 
decided by a majority of the Members 
of the League represented at the meet- 
ing. ; 

The first meeting of the Assembly 
and the first meeting of the Council 
shall be summoned by the President 
of the United States of America. 


Article 6, 


The permanent Secretariat shall be 
established at the Seat of the League. 
The Secretariat shall comprise a Sec- 
retary General. and such secretaries 
and staff as may be required. 

The first Secretary General shall 
be the person named in the Annex: 
thereafter the Secretary General shall 
be appointed by the Council with the 
approval of the majority of the As- 
sembly. 

The secretaries and staff of the 
Secretariat shall be appointed by the 
Secretary General with the approval 
of the Council. 

The Secretary General shall act in 
that capacity at all meefings of the 
Assembly and of the Coun¢cil, 

The expenses of the Secretariat shall 
be borne by the Members of the 
League in accordance with the ap- 
portionment of the expenses of the In- 
ternational Bureau of the Universal 
Postal Union. 


Article 7. 

The Seat of the League is established 
at Geneva. 

The Council may at any time decide 
that the Seat of the League shall 
be established els>where. 

All positions under or in connection 
with the League, including the Secre- 
tariat, shall be open equally to men 
and women, 

Representatives of the Members :of 
the League and officials of the League 
when engaged on the businéss of: the 
League shall enjoy diplomatic privi- 
leges and immunities. 

The buildings. and other property 
occupied by the League or its officials 
or by Representatives attending its 
meetings shall be inviolable. 


Article 8, 


The Members of the League recog- 
nize that the maintenance of peace 
requires the reduction of national 
ermaments to the lowest point consis- 
tent with national safety and the en- 
forcement by common action of inter- 
national obligations. 

The Council, taking account of the 
geographical situation and circum- 
stances of each State, shall formulate 
plans for such reduction for the con- 
sideration and action of the several 
Governments. 

Such plans shall be subject to re- 
consideration and revision at least 
every ten years. 

After these plans shall have been 
adopted by the several Governments, 
the limits of armaments therein fixed 
shall not be exceeded without the con- 
currence of the Counéil. 

The Members of the League agree 
that the manufacture by private en- 
terprise of munitions and implements 
of war is open to grave objections. 
The Council shall advise how the evil 
effects attendant upon such manufac- 
ture can. be prevented, dye regard 
being had to the necessities of those 
Members of the League which are 
not able to manufacture the muni- 
tions and implements of war necessary 
for their safety. 

The Members of the League under- 
take to interchange full and frank in- 
formation as to the scale of their arm- 
aments, their military, naval and air 
programmes and the condition of such 
‘of their industries as are adaptable 
to war-like purposes. 

: Article 9. LES 
/ A permanent: Commission shall be 
constituted to advise the Council on 
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ticles 1 and 8 and on military, naval 
and air questions generally. 


Article 10. 


The Members of the Leagué under- 
take to respect and preserve as 
against external aggression the ter- 
ritorial integrity and existing political 
independence of all Members of the 
League. In case of any such aggres- 
sion or in case of any threat or dan- 
ger of such aggression the Council 
shall advise upon the means by 
which this obligation shall be ful- 
filled. 

Article 11. 


Any war or threat of war, whether 
immediately affecting any of the 
Members of the League or not, is 
hereby declared.a matter of concern 
to the whole League, and the League 
shall take any action that may, be 
deemed wise and_effectual to safe- 
guard the peace of nations. In case 
any such emergency should arise the 
Secretary General shall on the request 
of any Member of the League forth- 





The Members of the League agree 
that they will carry out in full good 
faith any award that may be rendered, 
and that they will not resort to war 
against a Member of the League 
which complies therewi In the 
event of any failure to carry out such 
an award, the Council shall propose 
what steps should be taken to give 
effect thereto. 


Article 14. 


The Council shall formulate and 
submit to the Members of the League 
for adoption plans for the establish- 
ment of a Permanent Court ef Intex 
national Justice. The Court shall be 
competent to hear and determine any 
dispute of an international character 
which the parties thereto submit to 
it. The Court may also give an ad- 
visory opinion upon any dispute’ or 
question referred to it by the Council 
or by the Assembly. 


Article 15. 


If there should arise between Mem- 
bers of the League any dispute likely 





ment shall be made pypblic. giving such 
facts and explanations regarding the 
dispute and the terms of settlement 
thereof as the Council may deem ap- 
propriate. 

If the dispute Is not thus aitiad: 
the Council. either unanimously or by 
a majority vote shall make and pub- 
lish a report containing a statement 
of the facts of the dispute and the 
recommendations which are deemed 
just and proper in regard thereto. 

Any Member: of the League repre- 
sented on the Council may make pub- 
lic a statement of the facts of the dis- 
pute and of fts cenclusiens rogarding 
the same.

It is also declared to be the friendly 
right of each Member of the League 
to bring to the attention of the As- 
sembly or of the Council any circum- 
stance. whatever affecting internation- 
al relations which threaten to disturb 
international peace or the good under- 
standing between nations upon which 
peace depends. 


Article 12. 


The Members of the League agree 
that if there should arise between 
them any dispute likely to lead to a 
rupture, they will submit the matter 
either to arbitration or to inquiry by 
the Council, and they agreé in no 
case to resort to war until three 
months after the award by the arbi- 
trators or the report by the Council. 

In any case under this Article the 
award of the arbitrators shall be made 
within a reasonable time, and the re- 
port of the Council shall be made with- 
itt six months after the submission of 
the dispute. 


Article 18. 


The Members of the League agree 
that whenever any dispute shall arise 
between them which they recognize 
to be suitable. for submission to arhi- 
tration and which cannot be satisfac- 
torily settled by diplomacy, they will 
submit the whole subject-matter to 
arbitration. 

Disputes as to the interpretation of 
a treaty, as to any question of in- 
ternational law, as to the existence of 
any fact which if ‘established would 
constitute a breach of any interna- 
tional obligation, or as to ‘the extent 
and nature of the reparation to be 
made for any such breach, are de- 
clared. to be among those which are 


generally suitable for submission to| 


arbityation. 


For the consideration of any such 


dispute the court. of arbitration he 





to lead ¢o a rupture, which is not sub- 
mitted to arbitration in accordance 
With Article 13, ‘the Members of the 
League agree that they will submit the 
matter to the Council.

} Three Expert Viewpoints on Cause 
| —Linked With War—Lesser 


Offenses Fewer 


By WILLIAM L. CHENERY. 


world seems to be in the 
midst of a wave of violent 
crime. The war, say the au- 
‘thorities, “broke down . respect 
for law and custom. The re- 
sult is an orgy of © lawlessness. 
Strangely enough, this seems to be ac- 
companied in places by @ diminution 
of minor offehses. .On the whole, crime 
seems thus paradoxically to be de- 
creasing while the more desperate out- 
breaks appear to be more numerous. 
What are the facts? Is this wide- 
spread impression confirmed by in- 
quiry? If so, what is the explanation? 
In ean effort to ascertain the facts here 
presented and to understand the causes 
at work varicus experts were consulted. 
William J, Burns, the famous detective ; 
Dr. Bernard Glueck, formerly director 
of the psychiatric’ clinic at Sing Sing; 
Dr. O. F. Lewis, Secretary of the Prison 
Association of New York, and Charles 
F. Rattigan, Superintendent of the 
Prison Department of the State of New 


York, were among those who gave opin- 


ions and data. 

The opinions of experts were curiously 
alike. Detective, psychologist and re- 
former agreed that crimes of violence— 
the kind of orime which reaches public 
atténtion—have gravely increased. The 
explanations of this phenomenon were 
strikingly similar. On the other hand, 
the figures given by Mr. Rattigan and 
others showed a remarkable decrease in 
the total volume of cr 

Burns Links.Wave te War. 

The best known wntangler of the mys- 
teries of crime in this country is William 
J. Burns. As thé fiead of a national 
detective agency Mr. Burns has a busi- 
ness interest in keeping closely in touch 
with the facts. He watches the rise and 
fall of crime as a broker observes the 
movement of stocks. He knows the 
technique of crime and the classes which 
are likely to producetrouble. His agents 
send in reports of what they see and 
hear. Thus his observations ought to be 

‘peculiarly close to thé facts. Said he: 

‘There is no. :doubt that we are 
fn the midst of d4)trime wave, Many 
reasons explain this,. but of all I think 
that the effects of the? war are most 
important. Every war, so far as I know 
history, has been’ " Potlowed by a wave 
of crime. In the nature of things this 
should. be so. Think of the elemental 
facts. j

‘“‘ Now, what has happened to them?

** Robbery seems to offer a facile so- 
Afution for their difficulties. Robbery is 
‘@ dangerous trade. The highwayman’s 
life is risked whenéver he attempts to 
, hold up a yictim. So it happens that 
‘ the ruthless disregatd Yor life, a part 
of the necessary price of war, eventu- 
fates in robbery and’ mbfdef. The vi- 
clousness of war has- dulled the con- 
science and stimulated certain appetites, 

“At such a time one crime leads to 
mnother, Imitation is always. a power- 
ful motive among the weak-minded folk 
who turn to crime. I remember once I 


Mr. Burns said, after a deliberate 
pause which gave emphasis to his 
statement, 

‘The reason is that arbitration is 
used so much more generally. An or- 
ganized instrumentality exists through 
which workingmen can deal with man- 
agement. They are able to state their 
views. Consequently, the energy which 
used to be exyended in violence is di- 
rected to more useful channels. Another 
reason is the power of public opinion. 
Both labor and employers know now 
that in the end public opinion will rule 
and public opinion is against violence.’’ 


Seft-hearted Burglar. 


The approach of Dr, Bernard Glueck 
is different from that of William J. 
Burns. As a psychiatrist Dr. Glueck 
is. concerned to understand the secret 
workings of the human mind which sent 
one man to prison and another to suc- 
cess. He is a student of the den 
springs of conduct. At Sing Sing he 
studied and tested large numbers of con- 
victed criminals. _His general impres- 
sions, however, are similar to- those of 
Mr. Burns. He said: 

* Although figures -may show that: the 
total number of crimes are fewer now, 
there is no doubt, I think, but that 
crimes of violence are more frequent. 
Criminals are, furthermore, more care- 
less of human: life. In the past I have 
known burglars who would rather starve 
than hurt any one. It is true that they 
had their own rather peculiar philosophy. 
of property. They Mved by stealing, but 
some I have known would not carry 
guns when plying their trade... They 
feared that in an emergency they might 
kill some one. I do not think that 
burglars havé that point of view so ‘com- 
monly now. 

“The war caused a change. Because 
of the experiences of war there is a 
tendency to transveluate the seriousness 
of crime. War gave killing its sanc- 
tion. War approved the breaxing down 
of inhibitions which youth needed for 
self-control. Naturally, therefore, crimes 
of violence became more common when 
men whe had been habituated to these 
new rules of conduct were returned to 
society. Very young men have been 
accustomed to the sight of suffering and 
of death. It would be entirely natural 
for some who exhibited heroic qualities 
orn ‘the battlefield to become criminal 
when war ended. . 

‘I would also very cautiously suggest 
that prohibition may have two differing 
effects on the crime situation. Un- 
doubtedly prohibition has reduced minor 
offenses. On the other hand, it may re- 
sult temporarily in an increase in more 
serious crime, The reason as I see it is 
this: When men drank some of them ex- 
pressed anti-social instincts in carousal, 
in drunkennéss. This type of man is 
suddenly deprived of his prema 9 a 
oft ps Repaid and some will 
express their instincts in definitely anti- 
sdcial‘acts in crime. ‘This is a mgtter 
of adjustment which requires time. 

“In view, however, of the tendency to 
greater daring in crime, a tendency 
which is a part of the necesssary price 

«> 


of war, Iv “would éall. attention to the 
public necessity of knowing the criminal 
actor as well as the criminal act. That 
is essential if progress is to be made in 
dealing with ‘evil “conditions, On the 


keepers, men. on the {inside of prisons, 
are. very much more: intelligent:-about 
treating crimie than are men in the jury 
box, on the bénch” or in society in 
general. 

“*The outside view is something like 
retaliation for the outrage done the maj- 
esty of the law. ‘Prison keepers, how- 
ever, incline.to the view that punishment 
is intended to reform, to make the man 


future, The tendency in all of us is to 
punish the thing most severely which in 
our heart of hearts we fear that we 
would be most likely to do. For that 
reason when an atrocious crime is com- 
mitted our first impulse is to eliminate 
the crime and the criminal from view. 
Get both out of sight is our instinct. It 
goes back to the general feeling, uttered 
by the religious teacher on seeing a con- 
demned criminal, ‘ But for the grace of 
God, there am I." ”’ ” 


Expects Crimé Wave te Pass. 


The practical question is ‘‘ What is to 
be done about it?” Dr. Glueck has an 
answer. As to the immediate matter of 
the increase in violent crime, he said: 
‘I don’t’ think -that the mores-the 
fundamental customs—of people have 
been changed by war, and so I do not 
think that the existing reverberation of 
violent crime is anything more than u 
transitory symptom. It will pass as 
men readjust to-normal life. Concern- 
ing the permanent problem New York 
has moreover already made a construc- 
tive beginning. At Sing Sing this State 
is. building the most interesting type of 
prison to be found anywhere.’’ When 
the new prison is tompleted, he pointea 
out, facilities will be available for the 


in New York. Complete mental and 
physica]. examinations will be made of 
‘all ‘sent’ to Sing Sing. %In that way 
knowledge of the individuals who com- 
mit crimes will be obtained. .Out of 
such gtudy genuine information as to 
the causes of criminal conduct ought to 
be secured. On the groundwork of such 
data. crime may be decreased to an ir- 
reducible minimum. 

Dr. Glueck thinks also that the morale- 
meéking agencies, the Y. M. C. A., the 
Knights of Columbus, -and the Jewish 
Welfare Board workers, whose success 
in the army wasjsignal, might be very 
useful in dealing with prisoners. ‘The 
psychiatrist observed at Sing’ Sing that 
few chronic criminals know how to 
amuse themselves except in anti-social 
ways. Men with great ingenuity in ob- 
taining money wrongfully have no idea 
of a good. time except that which can 
be found in gambling and in debauchery. 
Hither through their own fault or 
through that of society they have not 
learned ‘to express their pley frstincts 
in healthful or safe fashion. Conse 
quently the men and women who  be- 
came experts in recreation during the 
jwar might find a useful outlet ‘for their 
talerits in teaching criminals how to 
substitute normal pleasures for abnor- 
mal excitement. 

The big task of preventing crime goes 
back to care for young children, for 
practical men and psychologists -seem 
to be agreed that the origin of crime 
is to be found near the line of: infancy. 
Op this point Dr.. Glueck remarked:

EEP cool and yon will be warm ”’ 
seems to sum up the wisdom of 
the coal- experts, or, as some 
of the less nice préfer to phrase 
it, ‘‘Keep ‘your shirt on and 

you won't freeze.’’ 

The wind, it was noted by many, took 
@ sudden veer to the northwest last 
week and, in camsequence, nearly every 
one began to exude gloomy thoughts 
when regarding the vacant coal bin. 
Householders and. apartment rentérs be- 
gan to-ask themselves and each other 
if New York is to have another chilly 
and cheerless Winter. The answer made 
to these and other questions by coal 
dealers,and others intimately acquainted 
with the situation is that only extraor- 
dinary conditions or an extraordinary 
case of nerves on the part of the con- 
‘sumers of ‘this. community would be 
likely to make trouble. The prospect is 
now that, in spite of present low stocks, 
New. York. will get all the coal required. 

There is, of course, an enormous dif- 
ference between having available a suf- 
fidient supply of coal and’ of being ac- 
tually comfortable in apartment build- 
ings and offices. Three Winters ago 
economy in ‘coal was preached as a ria- 
tional virtue. -That variety of thrift has 
lingered because of its profit to land- 
lords. What was a national virtue in 
1918:may thus be personal parsimony in 
1920. Some landlords also learned, it 
has been alleged, to make their tenants 
ufitomfortable in the expectation of ob- 
taining higher rents from other tenants. 
Turning off the heat was the easiest 
method of freezing out a tenant whose 
apartment was coveted. . But there are 
laws to take care of that kind of 
strategy. The sanitary code provides 
that apartments and office buildings 
must be kept up to a temperature of 
68 degrees at times. With an e- 
quaté coal supply and a law ‘which cov- 
ers the case there: ought not to be 
serious suffering among those able to 
pay for coal. .The poor naturally are 
always the uncomfortable. 


Censumers Uneasy. 

Nevertheless, it seems to be true that 
the stocks of coal on hand are much less 
than New York would like to have them. 
Curiously, for almost the first time, last 
Summer consumers began to order their 
Winter’s. coal in advance. Usually New 
York lives from hand ‘to mouth in the 
matter of coal. The mines are near and 
storage facilities are few. Consequently, 
as one of the largest dealers pointed out, 
it has not been- customary for New 
Yorkers to buy their coal before Winter. 
This season, -however, a very large 
number of consumers placed their orders 
early. Many of these orders have not 
been filled. . The result is that consum- 
ers who have just &s much coal in their 
bing as ordinarily have at this sea- 
i soft ak the @xé quite concerned over 


the prospect. .’

Binds of coal—bituminous: and anthra- 
cite.: The bituminous coal is used by. 
the: oan utilities, industrial establish- 
ments and by large buildings. So far as 
this soft cogl is concerned, the situation 
is comfortable, The: Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, through tts priority 
orders, has the power to regulate these 
shipments. ‘The situation in New Eng- 
land has eased ‘up, and that is reflected 
in the ‘New York markets ‘We are not. 
getting as much as is normal, but the 
situation is entirely in hand. 

** Anthracite is, of course; used exclu- 
sively in domestic consumption. The 
strike in the anthracite fields and other 
factors did reduce considerably the pro- 
duction during September. But the im- 
portant fact is that during the Summer 
months coal is shipped to the Northwest 
and-to Canada. The’coal used’ in our 
own Northwest and in Canada is largely 
carried by water. Therefore it must be 
transported: before Winter closes navi- 
gation. Because of this Canada and the 
‘Northwest are accustomed: to storing 
their supplies of ‘hard coal. Great ‘stor- 
age docks have been built for ‘this pur- 
posé.- During the months past:the rail« 
roads and the mines have' been ‘sending 
coal to these distant places of consump- 
tion. If Canada, Minnesota and Wis¢on- 
sin do not get their coal before the lakes 
are closed, their chanceg of getting it at 
all are greatly reduced. ~ Minneapolis 
and St. Paul, Chicago, Detroit, Cleve- 
land and Toledo, all rely on anthracite. 
During the war they were cut off, ‘but 
they have again come into the market. 
They must be provided. 


One of the Chief Dangers. 


‘One important. thing to remember 
about anthracite is that the distribution 
is not liquid. -By that I mean that local 
dealers have ‘rigid arrangements with 
mines- and railroads. If a particular 
mine-or company is in trouble; that will 
be reflected in a definite section of the 
country. The dealer cut off because of 
some disability. under which the mine 
with which hé has cofitracts is suffering 
cannot turn to, other mines, They might 
be willing to send him coal, but they 
must care for their own customers. That 
is one of the chief dangers at present. 
So rigid is this distribution that, for 
éxample, during the war we found it 
difficult to change the routing of coal 
even from Northern to Southern New 
Jersey. Y

The United States Geological. Survey 
gends out from Washington every week 
@ statement of the amount of coal 
mined. This statement is based on fig- 
ures recefyed from a very large number 
of mines and from associations con- 
cerned in the production of coal. 

It gives the most comprehensive and 
authoritative report obtainable. The 
statement issued this week is distinctly 
an enoouraging document. It says: 

“The week of Sept. 25 was marked by 
an increase in the production of pitumi- 
nous coal and a general resumption of 
work in the anthracite region. The 
total output of soft céal, including lig- 
nite and coal coked, is estimated at 
11,817,000 net tons. Unless revised 
downward this will stand as the largest 
production in any week since last Jan- 
uary. The production for Sept. 27 and 
Sept. 28, the last days recorded, more- 
over, Kept up the. record of the previous 
week. 

Production Figures Reassuring. 

It takes more than a single week for 
the. production gf the Winter’s coal. 
The figures given for production by 
years, however, gives no ground for 
alarm. Here {s the reeord of bituminous 
mining for the first 228 days of the last 
four years:

Flavoring extracts containing a high 
percentage of alcohol, part of a'stock of 
merthandise of a grocer doing business 
at Cherokee, Iowa, were found when the 
store was searched under a warrant. 


The grocer admitted that the extracts |’ 


were kept for sale and that he had al- 





ready sold some of them. The store had 
an evil reputation as a place where in- 
toxicants were unlawfully dispensed, and 
it was the resort of persons addicted to 
the use of intoxicants, and drunken per- 
ons were frequéntly seen on or about 
the premises, The grocer was charged 
with maintaining a place for thé sale 
and ‘keeping for .sale of intoxicating 
drinks, and_the store was enjoined as a 
nuigance. Upon appeal to the Supreme 
Court of Iowa the decree was affirmed 
in State v. Klein, 174 Northwestern Re- 
porter, 481. 

In discussing a contention of appel-

Several annmoyncements were 
forth¢éoming of, no immediate changes. 
Reductions’ of $400 were made on the 
Moon car, bringing. the five-passenger 
touring to $1,985 from $2,385, the coupe 
and sedan to $2,986: from $3,385 and the 
seven-passenger touring to $2,485 from 
$2,950. : 

Patriot trucks were reduced as fol- 
lows: One ton, $1,785, a reduction of

Proposed , ‘Motor Tax, 
OTORISTS in this “part 
> country will’ watch ‘with interest

sociated’ Automobile _Clubs of New 
Jersey to prevent favorable enactment 
of the White bill, providing for greatly 
increased automobile registry fees, The 


bill has passed the Senate, and, is in the |. 


House Judiciary Committee. It is ex- 
pected to come out for vote in the As- 
sembly when the noeetere assembles 
again on Nov. 8, 

“The higher tax erepcesa,” states 
Claude B. Holgate of the Newark Auto- 
mobile Trade Association, ‘‘ is said to be 
@ necessity for better roads. As a matter 
of fact, it will not give us good roads at 
all. New Jersey is sadly lacking in mod- 
ern highways, to stand modern traffic 
conditions,; and the sooner we get down 
to business and build the right kind of 
highways, the sooner we will stop wast- 
ing millions in an endeavor to maintain 
an obsolete system of highways. 

“The motor vehicle owners of New. 
Jersey now pay a higher license fee than 
do the owners of Néw York, Pennsyl- 
vania,“ Connecticut, Massachusetts and 
other States in this section of the coun- 
try, and have the poorest roads. In ad- 
dition, the Jerseyite has to pay a per- 
sonal property tax not exacted in many 
other States, and ‘the driver’s license fee 
of $3 ‘Ys higher than that in other States. 

“The State Highway Commission 
needs about $600,000 to take care of some 
350 miles of new State highway, taken 
over by their predecessors on the com- 
mission, and for which no appropriation 
has been made. This money would be 
obtainable through a 20 per cent. in- 
crease. in license fees, and this increase 
had beén agreed upon for the year 1921 
only, pending the submission of a report 
by ‘the. special Traffic_ Commission, ap- 
pointed by Governor Pdwards to’ look 
into the entire motor vehicle situation, 
and submit a scientific report.

One ‘of the ripest and ablest students 
of human nature (Dr.'G. Stanley Hall), 
in his: thought-provoking’ book on ‘‘ Mo- 
“rale,”” deplores ‘the fact that nearly 
all the: gréat reconstructive questions 
brought before Congress have ‘been de- 
bated and settled.along partisan lines. 
Purther, ‘he says ‘‘ Each party is, for 
the most part, intent upon making

fennium. This lapse from statesman- 
ship is nothing less than profiteering in 
politics, and indicates the collapse of 
political morale just when it should be 
at its very highest and best.’’ 

Is not this tapse from statesmanship 
borne out by the prolonged and unbusi- 
nessiike methods pursued in the Senate 
in discussing the covenant and now car- 
Pied. into the campaign -speeches and 
Itterature?...Mr: Beck's letter is a. pass- 
ing: example of this lapse. Will you 
permit a brief. comment on some: of ‘his 
interrogations? 

1, Concerning the Alabama claims be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States, why cast a doubt on what any 
two other nations might do today under 
similar or even dissimilar circumstances? 
Is it not true, despite the great war, 
that since 1872 the trend of the social 
and political world has been more and 
more toward co-operation, and ‘is not the 
League an ‘easly eamam and embodiment 
of that idea? 

*.If our‘attitude is to be one of distrust 
toward other: nations ‘we will be ‘in: hot 
water’ all the time.. On the other 
hand, !f we measure ‘up to’ otir demo- 
cratic’ principles, which. surély. implies 
confidence, we will be duly rewarded, 
éven though we meet with occasional 
disappointment. 

2. What Sweden and Finland, Poland 
and Lithuania would have done in the 
absence of the League (which is already 
indorsed by nearly forty self-governing 
countries) ‘is a purely speculative ques- 
tion. “We khéw now what they have 
Gone, ‘and. it isthe best Kind of augury 

/ofiwhat may be Gone. “But why all. this 
@ffort to enervate and nullify what ron 
been so widely accepted? 

8. Is it not premature to assert ‘‘ that 
the League had proved and would prove 
impotent to determine those larger 
issues of war and peace which a nation 
may think sufficiently vital to resort 
to the dread arbitrament of arms’’? 
Here, ‘again, doubt is expressed in the 
face of certain paragraphs in the cove- 
mant which are intended to work in the 
@iréction ‘of heading off possible con- 
fiiete. Surely an instriment designed 
to lessen armaments, promote’ co-opera- 
tion and aimed. ostensibly at ‘a better 
Understanding among all’ nations must 
work in the interests of peace, 

4. Not once in my European trip this 
Summer (which took me to France, 
England and Scotland) did I hear the 
weakness of the League discussed. This 
may have been because it was never 
considered ‘a perfect instrument, and 
that only time and experience could per- 
fect it. Byery one seemed to be. glad 
that the experiment was to be made. 
What I did hear was keen disappoint- 
ment ovér ‘our forsaking those with 
whom we had been associated during: 
the war. If ever they needed our coun- 
sel and moral support it was at the 
lose of the war. 

Permit mie to bring to Mr. Beck's 
notice a reply made by Lioyd George 
to a deputation organized by the League 
#> Abolish War: — 

“ They must ‘not imagine that because

f Possibilities for Growth. 
To the -Edstor of The New York Times: 

Your--excelient editorial article of 
Saturday in answer to James M. Beck’s 
letter of the same date meets the main 
points he makes convincingly, but there 
ia one phase of the situation not touched 
on in the discussion on which a further 
word may: be added. 

Mr. Beck. speaks of the present attitude 
of the nations toward the League. as if 
it were something fixed and unalterable, 
and draws from the evidence of distrust 
he reports the conclusion that a league 
which can command no more -whole- 
hearted support than this-is: futile.~ But 
even admitting for the sake of argument 
that the facts are as he states them, jie 
leaves the most important factor in the 
situation out of the account, and that is 
the transforming power of the human 
will. The mood of nations, as of indi- 
viduals,.is not fixed but variahle. It 
changes in response to the moral influ- 
ences brought to bear ypon it. . The 
League is onlya piece of machinery which 
needs for its. energizing the will to 
unity, and that will, we miust agree with 
Mr. Beck (however much we may be 
inelined to question the reasons he as- 
signs for the fact), is at present want- 
Ing. 

But granting the situation to be as he 
describes it, what ought we to expect 
of a man. of vision and courage, such 
as Mr. Beck has proved himself in the 
past to be? Some of us can remember 
a time when another great moral issue 
confronted the American people. Should 
wé continue our immemorial policy of 
emational isolation or should we ‘cast in 
our lot whole-heartedly with the Allies, 
who were waging a life and death strug- 
gle against Germany? On this issue, 
too, the ‘American people were divided 
as they are now divided on the League 
of Nations. What did Mr. Beck do then? 
Did he accept the situation as he found 
it and confess his impotence to change 
it? On the contrary, with burning words 
he drove home to ‘his countrymen’s con- 
science the duty of risking all that we 
had as a nation for the preservation of 
National honor and the vindication. of 
international good-will. He was not de- 


the risk of failure, and his spirit and 
the spirit of those who felt and acted 
as he did became in time the. spirit of 
the nation as a whole. 

Why is he not doing the same now? 
The issues we face are no less momen- 
tous and the danger to mankind from in- 
ertia and cowardice no less threatening. 
Admit, if you will, that the present 
League has faults that need correction 
and involves risks that must be faced. 
Admit that Mr, Wilson has failed in his 
duty to correct these fauits-and to guard 
against these risks. ‘What then? The 
central aim for which thé ‘League stands

And that aim can be 
realized only as men of. faith and cour- 
age and resolute will create the spirit 
that shall make of the present begin- 
ning, partial and inadequate as it .con- 
fessediy is, the nudéleus from. which 
something bigger and better and more 
adequate shall grow.

commonwealth, is a hope. foredoomed to 
failure from the start. 

We do. not believe that when. Mr. 
Beck speaks thus he does justice to his 
own best thought. We have no doubt 
that he expects that when his party wing 
the nee ew it peeks it will provide 
some su tute for thé present League 
more effective than that provided by its 
predecessors. But if this be his true de- 
sire the. method he is taking to achieve 
that end is singularly ‘unfortunate. Mr.

ESCAPE WITH THEIR BOOTY 


Owner and Bartender of Park Circle 
Hotel Arrested for Violating 
Volstead- Law. 


Armed with revolvers and representing 
themselves to be revenue officers, eight 
men forced an entrance to the garage of 
Clarence Capps, 541 and 543 West Fifty- 
second Street, early. yesterday: morning, 
and, after locking Capps and.

Harris Lipschitz; American, 
Complains of Seizures of 
Houses and Lands. 


[FOLLOWS TALE OF. ASSAULT 


Tells Representative Siegel of Oc- 
currences After Officérs Inves- 
tigated First Charges. 


Representative Isaac Siegel has re- 
ceived further complaint from , Harris 
Lipschitz, an American citizen residing 
in Haiti, who-alleged that his wife and 
sister were attacked by an officer of the 
American force occupying Haiti and that 
he has been stripped of his: possessions 
and deported for complaining. 

The record of the investigation of the 
Lipschitz charges was sent from Haiti 


_.| to Washington three months ago, but no 


decision has been announced. Mr. Lip- 
schitz complained that, previous to the 
publication of his story in Tus New 
Yorx Times, his mail failed to reach its 
destination when forw through the 
regular Channels, and/his appeals to 
Representative Siegel were smuggled out 
of Haiti by members ‘of the firm doitig 
business there. ,

BUILDING IN QUEENS. 


New Legislation Expected to Help 
Home Construction. 


In the opinion of John W. Moore, 
Building ‘Superintendent of Queens Bor- 
ough, the housing legislation passed at 
the special session of the Legislature 
will havea stimulating effect on dwel- 
ling house construction in Queens. He is 
disappointed that the proposed changes 
in the classification of tenements were 
not made so as to bring three-family 
houses within the provision of the law. 

** Under the présent restrictions,’’ said 
Commissioner Moore, ‘‘a three-story 
building with a store on thé first floor 
can have only two living apartments 
above. The average store does not re- 
quire a depth of more than 2 or 30 
feet, while from“60 to 65 feet are re- 
quired for an apartment above. The 
bdlance of the first floor is practically 
wasted or-is used as storage space; and 
is in many cases more dangerous than 
if occupied by a family, This. rear 
space could be made into two or three 
rooms and. provide -for a small famfly 
pnd yet meet all the requirements of 
the tenement house law as to light and 
air.’’ 

During the first eight months of this 





year nearly 5,000 permits for new build- 


ings or alterations were issued in Queens 
at an estimated cost of $30,000,000. Of 
these. 75 per cent. were for dwelling 
houses.

MORTGAGE SITUATION.. 


Higher Rate Needed to Encourage 
Building Says Banker. .. 


**No adequate amount of building can 
be looked for until it is recognized that 
mortgage money is entitled to a higher 
rate of interest than borrowers are now 
willing to pay,’’ said. Frank J. Parsons, 
Vice President of the. United States 
Mortgage & Trust Company, last week. 

"Viewing the situation throughout 
the country as a whole, the shortage 
of money for mortgage purposes is more 
apparent than real,” he added. *‘ When- 
ever investments in -mortgages are dis- 
covraged by unsatisfactory yield or“re- 
strictive laws, it is quite idle, so0 far 
as any large practical results’ are con- 
cerned in attempting to force into that 
channel the funds of the people as rep- 
resented by ‘life insurance moneys, 
building and loan association invest- 
ments, savings bank deposits, &c. . 

The difficulties as to housing have 
bean increased the last year; as the 
bulk: of new construction: has consisted 
of factories, warehouses and garages, 
together with ‘theatres, clubs and othér 
special improvements which not. only: 
give no help in the matter of housing, 
but actually increase ‘the shortage by 
making’ possible a,further concentration 
of population. 

The ‘most hopeful sign is that the 
construction of workmen’s ¢ottages and 
homes of the smaller. type is of the 
increase. .The transportation situation 
is also improving.”’

When suc 
conditions obtain, the mill man pays fer 
the timber, whether he, takes it out or 
not. When he closes down, his edule 
of cutting is broken and this loss; es- 
pecially in a time Hike this, may easily 
endanger his entire investment. 

Imagine two New. York City blocks, 
standing close with fine, tali. timber, 
sometimes aperes roaching in helght the 
average si uilding. In. the morning 
this volume of timber would be ‘standing, 
healthy and majestic in its forest gran- 
deur. But when the return trip is made 
from, the office to.the home at evening 
this’ vast quantity of timber is not only 
laid low, but is almost entirely on its 

way through the great sawmills, ng 
made into timber. That represents 2 
single day’s cutting operation for a mill 
of bnly average size and capacity. 

It fs not possible to make up such a 
loss of day’s cutting in times like these 
3 quick xa acément. of modern-me- 

inéry. The cost of this machinery 
runs into amazing figures. Banks are 
not making loans, so manufacturers re- 
cently »have been forced to sell t od 
product low cost...
